Also, is there any people who you think it would pay 
for me to talk to that you might suggest? As all-, -ays, if there is anything 
you want, or anything wliich you want me to check on, just let me know. 

I would re.ally enjoy doing it for you. There are three areas of vfitnesses 
which I want to get into; those who were witnesses to the assassination and 
were not called by the Com’d.ssion; those having information on a Ruby Oswald 
relations’nip; and those xrho were at the Tippit slaying. Any list of people 
in these general areas who might turn out to be interesting would be"' greatly 
appreciated. 

Have you heard about Gary? He wrote me a letter just recently and said 
that he got into a fight and was kicked in the head about I5 or 20 times, 
lost the eyesight an his left eye and xd.ll have, to wear corrective lens. 

That is a terrible shame. I was really shocked to hear about it as I'm sure 
you are. I may be seeing both him and Vince Salandria in Philly soon, 
most likely during the middle of .i.ugust. 

I must admit that the radio shox-r I >jas on x-jent over quite xjell, at least 
thatsxfhat I hear from some of the listeners. IJe talked a iot about the grassv 
knoll and xdiere the shots xfere fired from and the motive and various other 
items. I realljr enjoj'‘ed it, although there has been no response yet. This 
tovm doesn't react to highly to anything. 

There is one question that puzzles me. The evidence shows that a 7.65 
German mauser I'ja.s the gxm that was found on the sixth floor on Nov. 22 , 

Right? Well, if that is the- case, why did they find 6.5 cartridge shells? 

You are probably axrear of Penn Jones statements that he thinks the man on 
the knoll was the one to be "sacrificed," so the others coxild get away. In 
this case then, how did the men on the sixth floor appear to know that shells 
would have to be f oxind there? How come 3 shells and no more? . The Commission 
states that the most convincing evidence of only 3 shots xvas the fact of 
the 3 shells on the 6th. floor.
